MDC sewer officials were in 
Wilmington last week, looking for the 
origin of some latex that they had 
found, in an MDC facility in Everett. 
The latex could have come from half a 
dozen manufacturing plants around 
Boston. It could have come from the 
Ritter Trucking terminal in 
Wilmington. It could have come from 
some of the gypsy ‘tors who 
sneak in at night and dump into the 
Wilmington sewer. 

Wayne T. Grandin, sanitary 
engineer for the MDC was ac- 
companied by Charles Lombardi, an 
MDC Also at the com- 
missioners’ meeting last Thursday 
was James R. Farrell, manager of the 
Ritter Trucking terminal and Paul 
McMahon. 

The Ritter Trucking Terminal, 
the lower end of Woburn Street, is a 
place where the Ritter trucks are 
washed, after having delivered their 
cargoes to any of half a dozen places 
in suburban Boston or New Hamp- 
shire. The trucks come up from New 
Jersey with 6,000 gallons of latex. 
After their cargo is delivered, the 
trucks and tanks are washed out at 
the lower Woburn Street plant. As 
much as a gallon of latex will ac- 
cumulate, during the washing of the 
truck. 

The Ritter Terminal is very careful 
about the latex. It constructed a huge 
receiving tank, for the truck wash 
water, in which the latex could be 
removed in baffles. There are heavy 
steel plates over that tank 

Half a dozen years ago it con- 
structed a second receiving tank, 
more elaborate. This is covered with 
concrete covers, weighing over one 
ton each. It takes a special crane to 
open either tank. 

There is one sewer cover of the 
regular type, in the Ritter yard. It 
could have been used by gypsy truck 
operators. Farrell has contacted with 
the Joseph App Company of 
Wilmington to make changes, which 
will include welding that cover into 
place. Meanwhile, the Ritter Com- 
pany plans to park one of its heavy 
trucks over that manhole, every 
night, unti] the changes are made. 

A few weeks ago the company 
discovered an accumulation of latex 
in the sewer. It suspected that gypsy 
Operators were responsible. If the 
gypsy trucks now come down to 
Ritter, Farrell says, they are not 
going to be able to get rid of their 
cargoes

Gradin, of the MDC, told the 
commissioners that the MDC has 
restricted several places from which 
latex used to get into the sewers. It is 
now interested in seeing what the 
score is, with the Ritter facility 

Gradin requested that the Ritter 
‘Trucking people have tests on their 
own facility, employing a competent 
chemist who can the analysis. 
Ritter will then be able to report on its 
own findings, with relation to the 
presence or nom-presence of latex in 
the sewerage water from the Ritter 
terminal 

Woburn manholes 

In addition to the manholes in the 
sewer along Woburn Street and along 
Industrial Way there are several on 


New Boston Street, in North Woburn. 
During the conversation last Thur- 
sday, in the water commissioners’ 
meeting, it was apparent that a belief 
exists that the gypsy truck operators 
may be shifting from Woburn Street, 
Wilmington to New Boston Street 
Woburn, for dumping their cargoes. 

Woburn Street and New Boston 
Street meet at an old bridge over the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. That 
bridge is now closed. There is now no 
traffic along New Boston Street, for 
Perhaps half a mile.

tracks, sewerage, power and ac- 
cessability to interstate traffic, but 
the real estate market, in this respect 
at least, seems to be nearly defunct. 

The Jewell Company succeeded in 
selling half of the 37 acres to industry. 
Three plants are located there, on 
property that formerly paid no taxes 
at all. The three plants are now 
paying about $100,000 a year. 

The WRA position seems to be that 
if that board can help the Jewell 
Company to revive the industrial park 
it will do so. The Planning Board 
position is that the members did not 
want to recall the bond, but under the 
law they had no alternative.
